The sentences were Inscribed 
on rolls of vellum or pzper and 
enclosed in little silver boxes 
thal awere suspended from the 
neck if the wearers ‘were civi- 
Vans. In the case of soldiers; the 
sentences were inscribed on the 
hitts or blades of swords, on 
shields, or on helmets. 

In the Middle Ages, Christians 
on thelr part used the relics of 
snints, consecrated candies, and 
other religious items os talis- 
mans, all calcuinted to preserve 
them from evil or misfortune.

But one of the oddest super- 
stitions, and one that had its 
orlgin in Imperial Rome, Kave 
rise to a ‘particular occupation 
which has persisted through the 
centurfes—in occupation — still 
followed, though to a much 
more limited extent than - pre- 
viously, for {tis largely —con- 
fined these days to the homes of 
millionaires, princes, presidents 
and the like, to palaces, huge 
mansions, and_hotels.° 

In classical Rome It was be- 
Heved that crucl luck would 
aMict you if a visitor crossed 
{he threshold of your home 
left-font-first. Beciuse of this 
superstition, the well-to-do 
citizens of the Elernal City 
engiged ' domestics whose 
spccilie job it was lo 
etand sentinel at the 
entrances to their — masters’ 
homes and ensure that any 
caller stepped through with the 
right foot to the fore. 

Thus it lins come about that 
those haughty, oft-bewlgged 
and liverled attendants who 
open palatial portals and look 
down thelr scornful noses at 
you. (unless you are celebrated 
illustrious) are known as 
footmen, and have been so 
known for centurles—although 
it's doubtful whether very 
many of them In the last few 
hundred, years ever had on 
inkling os to why or how they 
got thelr name.

That is why the passing 
of this Kew milestone is 
drawing friendly salutes 
from practically every coun- 
try where plants, trees, 
grasses, or cacti, flourish. 


None of this international 
acclaim, of course, is likely 
to tinge the Englishness of 
the place. The whole history 
of Kew, in fact, is a sort of 
essay in the English arts of 
improvisation, compromise 
and losing-every-battle-but- 
thelast. , 


No one with a serious, 
professional. approach would 
haye chosen such a site for 
a botanical garden, to begin 
with. The soil is poor and 
infertile. 


from Kew, in Kent, Conlfers 
dc not have the self-preserving 
habit of shedding ‘thelr sooty 
leaves annually to grow fresh 
ones, . 


Whey was such an un- 
promising site chosen? Simply 
because Kew developed, more 
ot less by chance, from_a little 
ruyal gurden made by Princess 
Augusta, mother of mod George 
Ill. You can still see a-few of 
the trucs she planted, notably 
a magnificent mnidenhalr tree 
near the main gate. 


Long after her venture had 
become something more am- 
bitious, It was threatened bya 
phillstine proposal that ‘it 
should be turned. over to the 
lowly purpose of growing food 
for the royal kitchens, 


But that, along with various 
other dangers, was overcome. 
Kew went on growing with the 
steady persistence of some of its 
own hardier inmates, and today, 
it is Invulnerably established as 
one of our gnajor scientific 
Institutions,
